Judge Thomas 
Dissents To Voiding 


Of Election 


Frankfort, Ky., May 30.— 
In a vigorous dissent to a ma- 
jority opinion given by the 
Court of Appeals last week, 
voiding Letcher County’s lo- 
cal option election, Judge 
Gus Thomas declared today: 

“T consider the opinion not 
only diametrically opposed to 
the firmly declared policy of 
this and other courts, but that 
such departure is revolution- 
ary fraught with direful con- 
sequences affecting free ‘ and 
equal elections.” 

The drys won the election, 
held last year, by a narrow 
margin under a ruling by 
Special Judge Z. Wells in Let- 
cher Circuit Court. The appel. 
late court, with only Judge 
Thomas dissenting, reversed 
Judge Wells and voided the 
election itself because thirty- 
two ballots in the Rocky 
Branch Precinct were voted 
with stubs identifying the 
voters attached, instead of 
having been torn off. 

To Ask Reconsideration 

Dispatches from Whites- 
burg today said the Letcher 
County Ministerial Associa- 
tion had decided to ask the 
appellate court to reconsider 
its majority opinion, and also 
would petition for another lo- 
cal option election, in case 
the court refused to change 
its view. 

A recount gave 3,001 votes 
for county-wide prohibition 
and 2,952 against. In the ap- 
peal here wets challenged 
these figures. The appellate 
court said it was unnecessary 
to determine each one of the 
contested ballgts in other pre- 
cincts, since it was clear the 
drys, leaving out Rocky 
Branch, had a fifteen to twen- 
ty-one-vote majority under 
any ruling on the few other 
cases. 

Rules Disfranchisement. 

However, the majority op- 
inion said, twenty-nine of the 
thirty-two ballots voted with 
stubs attached—and therefore 
illegal—were against prohibi- 
tion, and added: 

“The mistake of the pre- 
cinct election officers effect- 
ually disfranchised voters for 
the wet side sufficient in 
numbers to have changed the 
result of the election.” 

The majority opinion add- 
ed the Rocky Branch ballots 
were cast with stubs attach. 
ed on instruction of inexper- 
ienced precinct officers and 
that it was conteded that was 
an honest mistake on their 
part. 

Election Thrown Out. 

Because these voters were 
disfranchised, the majority of 
the court threw out the elec- 
tion. 

In his written ¢xplanation 
of his dissent, handed down 
today, Judge Thomas declared 
that the thirty-two voters dis- 
franchised themselves, even 
though they followed what 
they thought were proper in- 
structions. He asserted all 
illegal ballots should be dis- 
carded and the result determ- 
ined by counting the legal 
ones. 

Only in cases where it is 
impossible to determine for 
what person or issue illegal 
ballots were cast, he added, 
should an election be voided if 
the illegal voters are numer- 
~- enough to change the re- 
sult.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION AGAIN 


Since the Court of Appeals decision of last week, rumor 
now has it, that another election is brewing. This being the 
case, the publishers of The Eagle wish to make it plain that 
it will take no sides with the parties involved because of the 
fact that heretofore every conceivable argument has already 
beer: brought to light and anything that we could say would 
be a repetition of what has already been said or published. 

We wish also to state frankly that we are somewhat dis- 
gusted with the long drawn out affair which started over a 
year ago—another election would in all probability mean a 
still longer period of arguments, ill feeling and expense. 
Therefore, in our humble opinion, since it is evident that our 
citizens are about equally divided on the question, as this 
was proven by the last vote count, that it would be unwise to 
hold another election within the immediate future. Also be- 
cause hundreds of our citizens are away in the armed forces 
or in defense plants, and when they return the arguments 
would probably continue no matter which side would emerge 
as winner. 

In case plans for another election materialize, we wish 
also to make it plain that any and all articles submitted to us 
by either side for publication will be charged for at our regu- 
lar advertising rate. PROVIDED however, that those who 
iurnish said articles are not ashamed to sign their names and 
PROVIDED such articles do not involve county politics, or 
heve a tendency to stir up strife among churches, families or 
groups of people. 

The Eagle wishes to make it plain that it is a friend to all, 
wishes to work for the betterment of all, and wishes to serve 
all to the best of its ability. We are also aware of the fact 
that it is one thing to use a question as a moral issue and 
another thing to use a certain question as a political issue. We 
ere firm believers in the separation of church and state and 
that politics in our churches or schools do not work for the 
betterment of all. Therefore, if the liquor question cannot 
be confined to a moral issue alone, it has no place or part 
with The Eagle. 

We aiso feel that if our law enforcement agencies and 
those who deal in intoxicants would strictly abide by the 
laws of our state in enforcing legal sales of liquors and strong 
crinks, there would be no occasion for local option election. 

We would suggest that if at all possible, the wets and 
drys get together and try to work out some solution whereby 
all would be benefitted.

Timothy hay has more food 
value in it when cut just be- 
fore the bloom than any other 
time. Then legumes, with 
one exception, make the most 
palatable and nutritious if 
cut in the early bloom. The 
exception we spoke of is soy- 
bean hay. Experiments show 
that the best time to cut soy- 
bean hay is when the seeds 
are about 3-4 mature. 

The afternoon rather than 
the forenoon is a better time 
in which to cut hay; for hay 
cut in the afternoon contains 
now; hence dry when cut.

DATA SUBMITTED 

Information on the supply 
of supplementary livestock 
feed allocations for the month 
of May was released today by 
the State Committee of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Ag- 
ency. 

Feed wheat allocated to 
Kentucky for May totaled 
565,891 bushels, of which 70,- 
000 bushels were marked for 
feeder distribution. 

Farmers receiving supplies 
of feed wheat, according to! 
government regulations, must! 
not use the wheat to feed beef 
cattle past a fair to a good 
finish, hogs over 200 pounds, 
and chickens for sale as broil-| 
ers. = 

In commenting on the corn 
supply situation, it was point- 
ed out by the State Commit_ 
tee that the area now under 
the “corn freeze order” does 
include Kentucky. Although 
terminal markets are requir-_| 
ed to allocate 60 per cent of 
their daily corn receipts for| 
industrial war usage, farmers!
